SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the community of Middleton: 


We are pleased to report that the Town is in sound financial health overall. We have we 
made it through a second year without taking out a Tax Anticipation Note. The 
Selectmen put $50,000 of the surplus toward reduction of taxes in 2003. 


We share taxpayers alarm over the continued rise in the overall tax rate due to increased 
education costs. This is in part a result of growth— taxes on an average home do not 
cover the cost of tuitioning children in the Farmington school system, so more new 
homes mean higher education taxes for all. We support the efforts of the school board 
and concerned citizens to consider the Town’s options for education. 


We also believe that the municipality should not suffer as a result of the increases in 
education taxes, and we encourage the taxpayers to support reasonable improvements in 
our roads and infrastructure. In particular, we support the hiring of a part-time Town 
Administrator to run the Town on a day-to-day basis. Running a municipality is 
increasingly complicated, and we believe the Town would benefit greatly from 
professional oversight. 


Unexpected expenses in 2003 included a mandated upgraded mitigation plan for the fuel 
tanks, repairs to the chimney in the municipal building, and a new furnace in the Fire 
Department, all of which were addressed within the existing budget. As planned, we have 
begun work on putting in a second bathroom in the old town hall, and have encumbered 
funds budgeted in 2003 to finish this project. Within the bounds of the budget, we have 
been upgrading the computer and software systems that help run the Town. Looking 
ahead, we will need to do some repair work on the roof of the existing highway building. 


On the revenue side, we congratulate both the Fire Department and the Police 
Department for seeking out and receiving grants for new equipment. The Town Clerk has 
worked to increase the Town’s share of revenues from vehicle registrations, and the 
Town Treasurer has continued to maximize interest earned on existing funds. 


We changed assessors in 2003, and are now working with Gary Roberge and his team at 
Avitar Associates. Due to the education funding issue in New Hampshire and the state 
property tax, assessing rules and requirements have been in flux statewide the last few 
years, and we look forward to working with Avitar to meet our assessing obligations in a 
cost-effective way. 


Following an extensive investigation by the NH State Attorney General, we made the 
difficult decision in July 2003 to dismiss the Chief of Police. In January 2004, this 
decision was upheld by the Superior Court, and we have been proceeding with the hiring 
of a new Chief of Police. Following the advice of the State Police Standards & Training 


Council, we convened a Search Committee of law enforcement professionals and local 
citizens, and we thank them for volunteering their time to review applications, interview 
candidates, and recommend finalists for the position to the Selectmen. We hope to 
announce a final choice soon. 


In response to repeated citizen complaints about unsanitary conditions at John’s Beach on 
Sunrise Lake, the Selectmen voted to make the beach for use by permit only. Permits are 
free to Middleton residents, while those from neighboring communities may purchase 
permits at a cost of $25 annually. It appears that this new approach is working, with far 
less trash being left behind on the beach. 


There is still much work to do to prepare Middleton for the future. The Building 
Committee is working on proposals for a new Highway Building on Ridge Road, which 
would then allow the Fire Department to move into the existing Highway Building. 

We look forward in 2004 to working with the Planning Board to create a sustainable 
Capital Improvement Plan to be part of the updated Master Plan. 


As always, we owe thanks to many in the community who help get things done. Among 
them are the Middleton Lions, a small group of volunteers who manage to organize 
Family Day in the park, keep Route 153 clean, and put on Harvest Suppers and 
Sweetheart Breakfasts. 


We are pleased to see more citizens becoming involved on local boards—the planning 
board, for example, now has a full complement of members and alternates. There is 
always a need for more help—the ZBA needs additional alternate members, and we need 
help with Parks & Recreation. 


We will miss Mike and Charlotte Davenport and family, whose dedication to community 
service will be hard to replace since their move to another town. We congratulate Bill 
Lawrence on being appointed Fire Chief, and thank all the hardworking volunteers on the 
Fire and Rescue Department. Congratulations also to the Highway Department on a job 
well done with the paving projects in 2003, and thanks to each of the employees of the 
Town who serve the taxpayers.

Warrant for the 2004 Town Meeting 
State of New Hampshire 
Town of Middleton 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Middleton in the County of Strafford in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Middleton Town Hall on Tuesday, the 9" day of 
March 2004 at 11 o’clock (11:00 a.m.) in the forenoon, with polls not closing before 
seven o’clock (7:00 p.m.) in the evening to act upon the following: 


Article 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year: Selectman for three (3) 
years; Town Treasurer for three (3) years; Town Moderator for two (2) years; and Supervisor of 
the Checklist for six (6) years, Trustee of the Trust Funds for three (3) years. 


Article 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. | as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town of Middleton Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Section 2.02B: Limiting structure height in the Sunrise Lake District to 24 feet, where 35 feet is 
currently the maximum. The 35-foot height limit would remain in the Rural Residential and 
Commercial Districts. 


Article 3: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town of Middleton Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Sections 2.02, 2.03: The elimination of back lots, as described in 2.02f, 2.03A2; 2.03B2; 2.03C1; 
DO3C2. 


(2.02f currently reads: “Back lots are allowed providing they have 2 acres of area in the body of 
the lot, which minimum area does not include the area of the neck, or strip of land which provides 
frontage access. Back lots must have at least 50 feet of frontage on a Town approved and 
accepted road.” Voting in favor of this amendment would eliminate this clause.) 


Article 4: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town of Middleton Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Section 3: Creating a Steep Slope District in order to prevent development on slopes in excess of 
25%. Development on such slopes causes soil erosion and stream sedimentation; unnecessary loss 
of vegetative ground cover, and destruction of trees; on-site waste disposal problems; difficult 
street construction; and expensive street maintenance. The Steep Slope District would include all 
areas of Middleton with slopes in excess of 25% as described in the slopes plan prepared as part 
of the 1983 Middleton Master Plan, as well as in the Middleton Natural Resource Inventory. No 
buildings or structures would be permitted in the Steep Slope District. Otherwise, the following 
uses would be permitted: 

1. Forestry, tree farming, and other appropriate agricultural uses. 

2. Wildlife refuges, conservation areas, and nature trails. 

3. Open space and outdoor recreation. 


You are further notified to meet at the Middleton Town Hall on Wednesday the 10'" day 
of March 2004 next at seven o’clock (7:00 p.m.) in the evening to act upon the following 
Articles: 


Article 5: To see if the Town of Middleton will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 
for the purpose of hiring an educational consulting firm to review educational needs of the 
community and estimate the cost and viability of building and operating a K-8 school. The study 
results are to be completed by November, 1, 2004. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Article 6: To see if the Town of Middleton will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $294, 754 
for general government as follows:

Article 11: Shall we adopt the provisions of 72:27-a, V and VI, for an optional veteran’s tax 
credit of $500 and expanding qualifying war service for veterans seeking the tax credit? (Vote by 
ballot). 


Article 12: To see if the Town of Middleton will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,500 
for the purpose of commissioning a survey of lot to be subdivided (from a parcel owned by the 
Middleton School District) and to be the future site of the Middleton Highway Department. 
(Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Article 13: To see if the Town of Middleton will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 
for the purpose of hiring a part-time Town Administrator. The Town Administrator will report to 
the Selectmen, and will oversee the day-to-day operations of the town, including all personnel 
matters. The Town Administrator position is to be filled in the latter part of 2004. (Recommended 
by the Selectmen) 


Article 14: To see if the Town of Middleton will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$150,000 for (one hundred fifty thousand dollars) to continue the reclaiming and paving 
construction of various roads in the Town. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Article 15: To see if the Town of Middleton will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $66,400 
for the purpose of purchasing miscellaneous fire equipment. Of these funds, $59,760 will come 
from an approved federal grant to the Town, and $6,640 will come from general taxation. 
(Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000 (two thousand 
dollars) to be added to the existing Trust Fund previously established for the purpose of treating 
Exotic Milfoil and other Exotic Aquatic Weed. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Article 17: To see if the Town of Middleton will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 41;14-a, 
granting the Selectmen authority to acquire or sell land, buildings, or both; provided, however, 
they shall first submit any such proposed acquisition or sale to the Planning Board and to the 
Conservation Commission for review and recommendation by those bodies. After the Selectmen 
receive the recommendation of the Planning Board and the Conservation Commission, they shall 
hold 2 public hearings at least 10 but not more than 14 days apart on the proposed acquisition or 
sale; provided, however, upon the written petition of 50 registered voters presented to the 
Selectmen, prior to the Selectmen’s vote, according to the provisions of RSA 39:3, the proposed 
acquisition or sale shall be inserted as an article in the warrant for the Town Meeting. The 
Selectmen’s vote shall take place no sooner than 10 days nor later than 14 days after the second 
public hearing is held. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to accept 
indefinitely, on behalf of the Town; gifts, legacies, and devices made to the Town in trust for any 
public purpose, as permitted by RSA 31:19. 


Article 19: To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

TRUSTEES OF THE TRUST FUNDS REPORT 
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CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICER REPORT 


This year has been very busy for the Code Enforcement officers, both in the office and 
while out performing inspections. The Code Officers have recently attended a series of 
meetings in Concord dealing with pertinent issues related to raising safety standards in 
newer homes. Among the issues discussed were structural integrity requirements, the 
maximum snow load that can be supported by a roof, and the installation of smoke 
detectors in a home. Also, this year we have made it mandatory for a Certified Plot Plan 
to be obtained before one is able to receive a building permit. 


There were 151 building permits issued this year, compared to , generating a total of 
$23,330.00, and increase of 33% over 2002. The building permits are broken down as 
follows:

CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


Challenge after challenge confronted the Conservation Commission throughout 2003 as it 
persevered in its task of protecting Middleton’s natural resource in the face of the 
stampede of development that is assaulting this Town. There was little let up in the filing 
of minimum expedited permits and dredge and fill permits, as well as for additions and 
changes in the shore land protection area. At the same time the Commission worked to 
acquire and protect important parcels of land and inform the public about its role in 
protecting water resources by sending out informational material to the Sunrise Lake 
front owners. Development continues to diminish the rural character of the Town and 
poses challenges for protecting environmental quality. The level of intensity of 
conservation issues and challenges continued to grow in response to a larger population 
and increased demands on the land and water resources of the Town. Progress needs to 
be made to acquire and protect some of the fast disappearing natural and open spaces. 


The work of the Commission becomes more difficult each year as the effects resulting 
from rapid development continue to unfold. There is increased pressure to depart from 
the sound practices necessary to protect natural resources, which are the fundamental 
health of a community. 


Unfortunately, much of the Commission’s time was consumed with dealing with a 
dramatic and troubling increase in local wetlands violations. The particularly 
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troublesome aspect of these violations is that for the most part they represented 
performance of work that would have been known to the builder. These violations have 
degraded the Town’s natural environment and in some cases pose a direct threat to 
abutters and well-water quality as well as other interests protected by the wetlands and 
Shoreland protection ordinance. The majority concerned construction of single-family 
home septic systems within 100 feet of wetlands, which are defined as poorly drained and 
very poorly drained soils. Construction activity was at a high level throughout the year 
and unfortunately, the Commission observed a disturbing trend of septic designers 
ignoring or ignorant of the requirements of the zoning ordinance. 


One of the most significant problems that continue to come before the Commission is 
invasive plant control at Sunrise Lake. The aggressiveness of the milfoil that has started 
to colonize significant areas of the Lake could seriously degrade the recreational and 
aesthetic values of the pond, and pose long-term concerns for its health. We would like 
to thank Hampton Shores Lake Association for their generous contribution to the Exotic 
Milfoil and Exotic Species Fund. Also, we would urge property owners on the Lake to 
develop and maintain 100 foot wide buffer strips of natural vegetation. The intent is to 
reduce the amount of fertilizer washing off lawns and landscaped areas into lakes and 
ponds, because this unnatural loading of nutrients into water bodies can greatly increase 
the speed and area invaded by an alien species such as milfoil, as well as promote algal 
blooms and pose threats to water supplies. These buffers also provide areas to trap runoff 
of pesticides and herbicides, the long-term impacts of which are not known. Because the 
many environmental problems caused by frequent application of chemicals on lawns are 
greater than the benefits, the Commission urges all citizens to reduce or eliminate where 
possible their use of lawn fertilizers, pesticides and herbicides. 


The Commission would like to take this opportunity to especially thank Randy Talon and 
Steve Guay for their assistance in lugging the donated desk up the stairs.

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT REPORT 


The appointment of a new director resulted in the office being somewhat less efficient 
than normal, while the Director worked become familiar with State and federal 
requirements and grant opportunities. However, there were accomplishments in several 
areas: 


> Revised and submitted a draft version of the Middleton Emergency Operations Plan 
(EOP) utilizing the Incident Command System to State Department of Safety, Division of 
Fire Safety and Emergency Management for review and update 

> Served as the Town representative on the Northern Strafford County Health And 
Safety Council (NSCHSC). 

> Assisted in the preparation of the Community Health And Safety Improvement Grant 
application and concurrence letter for the NSCHSC. 

> Coordinated the Town’s effort to develop the State mandated Spill Prevention Control 
and Countermeasure Plan for the fuel storage facility on King’s Highway. 

> Prepared Middleton’s response plan for the North Strafford County Smallpox 
Response Plan. 

> Drafted budget and submitted notice to apply for Homeland Security Grant to revise 
EOP to include Weapons of Mass Destruction event response planning. 

> Applied for Phase I of the 2003 State Homeland Security Grant Program. This grant 
was partially funded and resulted in a new digital radio for the Police Department. 

> Applied for Phase II of the 2003 State Homeland Security Grant Program. 

® Attended OSHA Homeland Security Conference in Manchester. 

> Represented Middleton at meetings between Farmington and Middleton to explore the 
possibility of setting up a joint response plan for large-scale emergencies. 

> Taking the 1“ of eight Federal independent study courses, recommended by State 
Department of Safety, for Emergency Program Manager development. 


At this time, the town is just short of being current on all federal emergency management 
requirements. This spring we anticipate the receipt of a grant that will fully fund the 
creation of an Emergency Operations Plan updated to the new Emergency Support 
Function format. Upon completion of this plan, we intend to apply for a grant to fund the 
generation of an All Hazard Mitigation Plan, as required by the federal government. 
Completion of these documents will make Middleton eligible for a variety of Homeland 
Security and State Bureau of Emergency Management dollars, which can be used for 
improving the town radio communications, funding of training exercises for first 
responders and the creation of an emergency operations center.

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FIRE & RESCUE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


I would like to thank everyone who has supported us in the past year. In December we 
where able to help 36 children with Christmas toys and brought many happy smiles to 
their faces. 


Like every other year, 2003 has brought some challenges but dedicated members have 
taken time away from family and friends to drop what they are doing and answer the call. 
I myself and we as a town owe them a world of thanks. Because we have met the 
challenge and will strive to continue making ourselves better and more equipped to face 
our duties. 


I am pleased to announce that Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) has 
awarded the Middleton Fire and Rescue Department a grant totaling $59,760. The grant 
money will go to buy much needed equipment such as a Thermal Imaging Camera, which 
is used to find hot spots in walls and ceilings without having to open them up and thus 
reducing damage done to a house. Since it can see heat and room images without light, it 
makes search and rescue more efficient and faster. It can also be used in forest fires and 
outside search and rescue. 


The FEMA grant will also pay for a Hurst rescue tool that will be used for car accidents 
without waiting for other towns to respond; a gas monitor will read the amount of 
oxygen, carbon dioxide, propane and explosive gasses in the air; a station air compressor 
for our air packs that will reach the required air pressure to fill them and be NFPA 
approved; and new turnout gear that will replace some of the outdated jackets and coats 
that we have now. All of this equipment is needed to do our job better, safer and more 
efficient. 


Many of these items and more would not have been possible without the dedication of 
one member and that’s Mike Davenport. Mike, who resigned in 2003 as Fire Chief due to 
moving to New Durham, has been a key person for many years and without doubt he and 
his family will be missed more than they could ever know. I owe Mike many thanks for 
his help and his friendship and wish them well in their new home. 


As always since we are a volunteer organization we have fluctuations in our membership. 
I ask that if you like to help people we are in need for your services. I have been a 
firefighter for 15 years and have seen many men and women start off walking in the door 
with no experience and then taking what they learn and making a fulltime career. We 
need help in many areas, as there is more to our department than fighting fires or 
providing medical attention. We need drivers, pump operators, helpers, and someone 
willing to help out our fellow man. Please contact me with any questions.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The winter of 2003-04 started with two major storms in December, one week apart and 
both on weekends, which is costly to the town. Since then we have seen everything from 
freezing rain to several light dustings, which put material usage up again early in the 
season. 


However, the highway department was able to complete all planned roadwork for the 
year 2003. Some of the work planned was done late in the season and we apologize for 
any inconvenience to the residents of Ridge Road and Drew Drive. The spring and 
summer months brought much rain and the paving company fell behind in their schedule. 
Unfortunately, all towns were pushed back two months and some towns were not 
expected to be completed until next year. We were fortunate to get over four miles of 
roadway completed with drainage updates and replacements along with ledge and big 
rocks removed from the Ridge Road area. With the town’s support, we will continue this 
year in the Drew Estates area and topcoat several roads that are only base right now. 


I would like to thank my guys Ernie Farrington and Rob Page for another productive year 
and also to Pikes Land Development’s Scott Pike for excavator work done this summer. 
Over 16,00 feet of culvert and tons of rock and ledge removed along with ditch work that 
was done. Thanks also to Dave Bach of Ridge Road for allowing us to clear his culvert 
on the corner by the Mooney Farm. This really improved sight distance on a bad section 
of roadway. Thanks to the many people who supplied the highway crew with soda and 
water during these road projects and to Triple B’s Construction for the use of the screen 
for the winter months to screen frost chunks from the sand pile. 


Thanks also to the Board of Selectmen for their continued support on all our road 
projects, and for taking the time to come to the job site to see the highway department “in 
action”. 


We look forward to the New Year and welcome your comments along with complaints 
and will do our bests to help if possible. Remember, the winter parking ban is for your 
benefit so that we the department can be more effective during the winter months 
plowing. This helps to eliminate us returning and saves you tax dollars after your vehicle 
has been removed. It also helps after we the department has been working long hours not 
to have to sit and wait while you remove your vehicle.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


It was once again another busy year for us. It was also a year for technology and change. 
As I am sure some of you have noticed we have new patches on our uniforms. The new 
patches represent a Middleton theme. They replace the generic state seal patches. We 
have also redesigned the insignia on the patrol cars. 


The department also received some new technology this year. Through the Consolidated 
Advanced Technologies Laboratory Project we received two Project 54 systems in our 
cruisers. This project is a collaborative research and development effort between the 
University of New Hampshire and the New Hampshire Department of Safety and is 
supported by the U.S. Department of Justice. These systems were absolutely free to the 
department. The Project 54 system allows the officer to control the lights, siren, radar, 
radio, and record queries while keeping their hands on the wheel. This is done by voice 
commands. We are one of the first towns in the state to receive this technology. Currently 
there is over a year waiting list for this. We also received a grant for a portable radio. 


The following is some of the activity for the department in the year 2003:

Arrests 62 
M/V summonses 114 
M/V warnings 2388) 
Accidents 28 


In comparison to last year the numbers are similar except for two areas, arrests nearly 
doubled and motor vehicle stops were up more than 300. 


For 2004 we would like to continue to grow and meet the needs of the town as it grows. I 
would like to thank the people and businesses of the community that have supported the 
department. On behalf of the Officers of the Middleton Police Department, we hope to 
serve you to the best of our ability.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The previous year has been a busy one for the Planning Board. In total 14 applications for 
subdivision and 3 voluntary mergers were considered. As usual, the Board used the 
associated discussions with the applicants to further streamline the planning regulations; 
to this end an additional 8 workshop meetings were held. 


Once again we are in the position of having to thank Board members who have decided 
to leave our ranks for their service. Former chairman Steve Comeau and Star Snyder 
have both elected to discontinue their service with the Board; their experience and 
perspective will be missed. In their place Leonard Arkerson, Mark Stevens, and Joni van 
Gelder have joined the team to add their knowledge to the process. 


It is noteworthy that after a large amount of public interest and support the Board is 
sponsoring a change to Zoning Ordinance 2.02B that would restrict building height in the 
Sunrise Lake District to 24 feet. Height regulations would remain unchanged in the 
balance of the town. Other proposals that you will find on the ballot this year serve to 
address the creation of a Steep Slope District, and to change the provisions for back lots 
in Middleton. 


It’s easy to see the economic forces at play that have virtually eliminated the opportunity 
for new building lots in the Seacoast. These same forces have begun to manifest 
themselves in earnest over the last year in our town as well. The Board is looking 
forward to the current year, as there is still a lot of work to be done on the Master Plan 
and Subdivision Regulations. Please remember that the planning process is open to the 
public; meetings are held every second Thursday of the month and are posted at the town 
hall. Please feel free to join us in planning for controlled growth in your town.

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RURAL DISTRICT VNA & HOSPICE REPORT 


Your VNA & Hospice continues as your home health agency providing intermittent 
skilled home care to individuals of all ages. Our services include nursing, rehabilitation, 
personal care, medical social services and homemaking. We are proudly celebrating 90 
years of service to the community. Your community support allows us to provide care to 
those with no insurance, those that have insurance that does not cover a significant 
portion of the cost of care provided and to provide services for which there is no 
reimbursement. 


We are proud of our clinical staff, which includes nurses trained in the specialty fields of: 
wound care, diabetic education, ostomy care, lactation, [V care and management, 
psychiatric nursing and hospice. We have a very experienced group of professionals on 
staff and they are managing much more acutely ill patients on a daily basis. It is not just a 
cliché that hospital stays are shorter and people are leaving hospitals sicker, it is the truth. 


We have spent the last year transitioning to our new home care software and 
implementing a point-of-care electronic record. This means that each of our professional 
clinicians have a laptop and immediate access to all pertinent medical records. The 
nursing shortage is an actuality and we are depending on technology to help us deal with 
the shortage. With the aid of an electronic record, time for trips to the office can be 
decreased, duplication as simple as writing the patient name on each piece of 
documentation is eliminated and information 1s current, not waiting to be filed. 

We are also able to monitor patients via a telehealth unit, assessing the patient from the 
office. We are able to monitor blood pressure, pulse, weight, blood sugar and verify that 
the patient is taking their medication appropriately. The patient can be visualized while 
the visit is made and wounds can be assessed. These types of advancements in care will 
help us cope with the nursing shortage as we move forward.

The Board previously 
met as needed. The Board established an application deadline of 21 days prior to the 
regular business meeting. The Board also defined the month of October as the election 
month of Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and Secretary. 


Ron 
distinquished himself on the Board with his jurisprudence and knowledge of construction. 
Ron and his wife Karen worked in numerous town fundraisers and will be missed greatly. 
The good news is, the Selectmen appointed Martha Connolly as a Board member. The 
Board has been very receptive of her appointment and looks forward with confidence in 
serving with her. 


The Board of Adjustment needs alternate members to substitute when a member is absent 
or has a conflict of interest with a specific case. We would encourage anyone interested 
in serving to contact a member of the Board or the Board of Selectmen.
